Golfers generally, and especially ths 
professionals, arc pleased with the lat- 
est decision of the Metropolitan Golt 
association, to make Its next open 
meet at Baltusrol, N. J., on Kept 23 
and 24, open to the world Instetid of 
restricting entries to "golfers In the 
Metropolitan' Golf nKsocIatlon , tcrrl-t 
tory, as has been the policy In the 
past. It has ever been the wish of 
Daniel Channeey, president of the 
United States Golf association and for- 
mer chief Qxecutlve of the Metropoli- 
tan body, to have a cliauiplonKhlp that 
means something. I.olghlon CnlUIns, 
the Metropolitnu secretary, lias been 
of the Hnnie opinion* and It was large- 
ly due to his cfTorts that the condition:^ 
have been changed for the coming 
touniey. 

There arc several reasons why n 
touniament open to all is preferable to 
a restricted ono. More players wUl 
enter, and that will of course mean 
more money. AVhlle tho Baltusrol club 
may be called, upon for a small ilnan- 
cloi aid, It Is quite possible that tho 
New Jersey golf organization will have 
no other cash outlay to face than that 
encountered on the third day. Com- 
petition on that day Is to consist of n 
four l)all tourney, amateurs and pro- 
fessionals from the same clubs playing 
together as partners. 

But to return to the championship 
proper. Tliere Is every likelihood that 
the entry will be one of the most rep- 
resentative ever seen In this part of tho 
country. The only element likely to 
militate ngjdnst a largo western dele- 
gation lies In the fact that the Jletro- 
polltan affair Ls less than a month after 
tlie national open at Myopia. Natural- 
ly every professional who can possibly 
do so likes to make a special effort 
to attend the national, so no one need 
be surprised If some of the leading 
Chicago "pros" fall to come to Baltusrol. 
On. the other bund, there nro bound 
to be some westerners, and by adding 
these to the Boston, Philadelphia. New 
York nnd New Jersey delegations the 
field Is likely to fall little If any abort 
ot^the ilybpla standard. One of the 



most Interesting phases of' theso two 
Important champlonsblus will be a. 
comparison of scores. Up to date the 
profoaslonnls have tried for the na- 
tional title at Myopia on three differ- 
ent occasions, but the scoring In each 
Instance has been rather on tho high 
side. 

For the benefit of those -who dollght 
to make. comparisons It may be said 
tliat Will Anderson won the national 
open at Baltusrol In 11)03 with a sev- 
enty-twn hole score of 307 and that 
two years later ho again won the same 
championship at Myopia with a 314 
total. It (has been predicted that 300 
will bo made at Baltusrol, but few 
look to see the cracks get so low over 
tlie MassachnBotta course. 

Recent .'innouncoments from rarious 
HOurcoB where people ar(j Intcn^stod In 
the advancement of the game tend to 
prove that the period of indlfft^rence 
with regard to tiio welfare of the pro- 
fessional has passed. For n time the 
real trouble was that clubs did not 
seem to care to have professional tour- 
naments, but it all looks dinrorent now.

A PENALTY FOR HURDLING. 



Alterations Have Been Made In For- 
vyard Pass, Making it More Danger- 
ous — Intermission Between Halves. 
Punishment For Undue Delay.

Freddie Welsh, England's light 
weight champion, who has beaten rhl\ 
Brock and .tohnnlo JIurphy and gone 
twonty-Uve rounds to a draw with 
rackey McFarlaud since establishing 
headuuartor^ in Los Angeles, Is now 
out with a challenge to light Battling 
Nelson forly-hvo roimds for tho Amer- 
ican championship and a s![de bet of 
55,000. Welsh words his cliallenge as 
folloiVs: "I have 55.000 backing for a 
side. bet that I will defeat Battling 
Nelson for the lightweight champlon- 
Sjilp of the world if-be wjll meet me 
in a forl3'-Ilvc round light. Tho only 
stipulation 'I would make is that he 
malce 133 pounds ringside. This $5,000 
is real money, and I am not looking 
for any free advertising. If Nelson ac- 
cepts my challenge the match is on."

In the new football rules, recently 
issuodi there are several changes 
which will have a tendency to make 
the game more open this scaeon. 

The changes in the regulations are 
not as Important as in many years 
past, yet they have a decided effect on 
various phases of the game. 

It was determined that all penalties 
for fouls except penalties under for- 
ward pass may be declined by the of- 
fended side. This, however, In cases 
where the penalty Includes dlsquaUfl- 
cation does not save the player, from 
being put out of the game. 

Tho penalty for batting the ball for- 
ward is made loss ot ball to the of- 
fended side mid the ruling placed un- 
der the Jurisdiction of the nraplrc nnd 
fleld Judge. The field Judge Is also 
made timekeeper. 

The acore of a forfeited game Is 
made 1--0 In order to dlstlngulBh it 
from any other possible scores. 

The rule regarding forward pass IS 
altered in the following manner: 

Wlien the forward pass Is legally 
touched, only the man" of the pai^ser's 
side who thus first legally touched it 
should he entitled to recover the ball 
until It has been touched by an oppo- 
nent; also If a forward pass is thus 
legally touched, fumbled nnd touched 
by another player of the passcr^s side 
before the ball has touched an oppo- 
nent tho ball shall go to the opponents 
on the Hide where It was first Illegally 
touched. 

While tho ball Is In the air for a for- 
ward pass players of the defensive side 
may not use their bands or arms on 
opponents except to push them out ot 
the way In .order to get the bail them- 
selves, riayors of the side making the 
pass who arc eligible to receive tho 
pass may use the hands and arm o as 
In case of players going down the field 
under a kick. Neither side may, how- 
ever, "hold" nor "tacide" an opponent 
who 1ms not the ball. 

Finally in case a forward paBs Is Il- 
legally touched outside of these provi- 
sions named alwve the penalty shall 
be that tho ball shall go to the oppo- 
nents at the spot from which the pass 
was made. 

The committee strongly advises the 
use of aU four-oIHcIals as provided for. 
Time l3 to be taken out during en- 
forcement of penalty for incompleted 
forward pass. 

Regarding hurdling and roughness 
the rules nro changed to read, "IjOSS 
of fifteen yards, point to be gained and 
number of downs to remain unchang- 
ed." Penalties for fouls except those 
under the forward pasft may be de- 
clined by the offended side. However, 
In case where the penalty includes dis- 
qualification the player Is not eived 
from helng-pnt out of the game. 

The ten minute Intermission has been 
Increased to fifteen, the referee to noti- 
fy the teams three rnlnutos before Its 
expiration. Five mlhntcs after this 
notUlcatlon if cither team has failed to 
appear tho ball shall lie put In play as 
first down by the offended side on the 
offending side's thirty yard line. 

If a ball on a forword pass or a 
kicked l)alf except try at goal nlvlka 
the uprights or crossbars the ball shall 
bo considered as having crossed tho 
goal lino. 

In ease ot the hall nccldcntally Rtrlk- 
ing un oflielal the play shall be played 
over ngiUn. . . ..j. ,

Myron Woodworth was nn attoijnoy 
Just passing middle age. He was 
known :aa the lawyer who had never 
lost n case. Whether this was Ijceause 
hu would not take a case that ho was 
not sure of or was so resourceful that 
his opponents could never defeat him 
does not appear. The fact remains 
that until "the Yardloy case was tried 
no judge or jury had ever brought a 
flnol decision or verdict ngolnst him. 
Upon that cose hangs a tale. 

Mrs. Y^ardloy died, leaving some $10,- 
000 to a sister, Mrs. Hunt, who had 
nursed her in her last Illness, cutting 
ofi.' lior own dauglitcr, Julia Scott, a 
young man-led woman living In a dif-. 
fcrent: place. Mrs. Scott undertook to 
break the will on tho ground that her 
aunt had innuouced her motlior wbllo 
under the effect of opiates to leave her 
property to tho aunt. Xo one doubted 
np to the last moment that Woodworth 
would win, for ho bad established 
every point needed to establish his 
plea. There was hut one nmre witness 
to examine, whose testlmonj' was not 
supposed to be Important. 

The defendant's counsel called for 
Margaret Hunt, and tho name was re- 
peated by ihc clerk with no more rev- 
erence than he would have spoken the 
name of a habitual criminal. There 
was n rustle of woman's dress, and a 
young girl— she was the daughter of 
tlio defendant— passed to the witness 
stand. Her very appearance begot an 
unconscious deference In every man In 
the courlrooni. 

Woodworth at the moment of her en- 
trance was chatllng with a fellow at- 
torney. When bo turned his eyes to 
the witness tliey rested upon a vision 
of loveliness. Not only he, but Judge, 
Jury— indeed, every one' In the court- 
fell under the spell of her presence. 
In a voice low and sweet she re.sponil- 
ed to the questions put to her by the 
defendant's counsel, who elicited from 
her testimony whlcli If not shaken 
might yet turn the case against the 
plaiutin'. Hut those who know Wood- 
worth did not fear. It was upon cross 
examination that he was especially 
strong. Indeed, as he listened to her 
evidence he saw a weak point that de- 
stroyed its value. She hnd repeated a 
conversation she had hoard between 
her mother and the testator In which 
the former urged the latter to leave 
her property to her daughter, Julia 
Scott. But tho witness Iiad snld that 
she was not In the room and did not 
see those who were talking. 

When Woodworth took the witness 
for cross examination and stood fram- 
ing his first question a slight tremor 
passed over the girl, and she cast a 
quick glance at tlic Judge as If to be- 
seech protection. Tlien she turned her 
eyes back on tho lawyer, bit her lip as 
If to gain courage and submitted her- 
self to be tormented. She did not 
doubt for a moment that Woodworth 
would prove her a perjurer. 

"Miss nnnt," be snld, "liow far was 
tho room in which you were when you 
overheard tho conversation ynu have 
mentioned from the room in which the 
convorsallon occurred?" 

A troubled loolc passed over the face 
of the witness, -^nd she did not answer 
tho qn«tlon. 

The husband of the testator had been 
n physician, and bis house— tho house 
in which the conversation occurred- 
was fitted with a speaking tube be- 
tween the front door and the doctor's 
bedroom. Ills widow occupied the 
bedroom to which the tube led. MIsk 
Hunt, standing at the front door di- 
rectly before tho lower tube mouth 
awaiting 'admittance, had heard the 
ronrorsatlon through tho tube. Wood- 
worth know this and was prepared to 
make the statement appear improb- 
able, lie might force her to admit that 
she was not In the house at all, then 
deny her a chance to tell how she had 
overheard the conversation. 

Ho stood looking at tho glH. who 
looked at him with nil the gentle re- 
.proachfulness nf a fawn regarding n 
hunter about to plunge n knife Into Its 
throflt. Then her eyes became dimmed 
with tpRf.1. 

Woodworth's case was lost. All he 
had to do to win. It was to draw out 
the girl's testimony so ns to make It 
appear to tlie Jury a weak Invention. 
He knew In fact, as well as by her 
gullfless bearing, that she .«pok'e the 
truth. At the moment of triumph ho 
gave up victory, gavo up hLs client's 
case, which he was In duty bound 
to win. 

"Let roc see," he said, looking down 
at some notes ho had made on a bit of 
paper "Perhaps I can got at It in an- 
other way." 

Th« other way did not lead to the 
speaking tube or to anything that 
would coftipromise tho witness. After 
asking a number of Irrelevant ques- 
tions ho released her from further ex- 
amlnatlon. 

Every one wondered. The jury 
brought in a verdict for the defendant. 

Woodworth went from ,tbc court- 
room to his office, where ho wrote a 
note to his client Informing her that 
tho case had been lost through his own 
fault and Inclosing his check for SIO- 
000, 

But If the attorney lost the man 
hoped to gain. Every man has an 
Ideal for his wife. It Is seldom that 
the Ideal Is realized, but when AVood- 
worth saw Margaret Hunt In tho wit- 
ness Btand ho recognized something 
more than be bad ever pictured In his 
Imagination. He sought her out and 
ovontimlly luorrled iier. He says that 
If he lost the case In which she was a 
witness and $10,000 ho won a blesg- 
Ing that no success could equal. Be- 
Bides, ho has made up tho pecuniary 
loss mftuy times over.

"What makes n man a success na a 
manager of a baseball team?" That Is 
a niiestlun that has been asked for 
twenty-five years past, and it is stUl 
onansworod,- It probably always "WllI 
he, for In reality there Is no answer. 

Rut there are bright and shining ex- 
amples of how men have. made good 
as managers, Just na surely as there 
are of those wlio have failed when It 
came to the crucial test, that of han- 
dling other men as thej* would bo han- 
died themselves. 

That's the test right thene. The man 
who can h.-.ndlc other men ns he would 
bo handled himself Is usually a sue* 
cess when It comes to handling ball 
players. Not always. It is true, but 
when It i.H not true you win liud that 
there Is something back of It all, and 
in nine ca.'iios out of ten the thing iKick 
of It Is that the manager Is being In- 
terfered with by tho owners or tha 
I)Iayers he Is supposed to handle. 

Hack in the, old days the manager of 
a ball team had little to do except to 
Bee that ho had enoxigh players to go 
on the field each tlaj*. 

In the present day baseball game tho 
manager is the man who has to stand 
or fall. lt*s up to him as-far na tho 
public goes. And yet how many of tho 
fans that go to the ball games laiow or 
even care w;ho the manager of a team 
Is ns long as they are winning? But If 
they lose! 

Wowl Then the manager gein It and 
gets It good and plenty. Tbo fans only 
blame the manager. They forget Ihero 
Is an owner behind that manager who 
may I>e more to' blame than he. 

Take, for Instance, the Cincinnati 
cinb. Take tho Clevelnnd club. Take 
the New York AmerlcnnH or tho Brook- 
lyn Nationals. There are examples of 
clubs that have managers, but are 
managed by the owners. 

Ned Ilanlon, admittedly one of tho 
gn^ateat handlers of ball players that 
ever lived, brought .success to Balti- 
more and Brooklyn when he had free 
rein as nmnuger. He left Brooklyn 
and went to Cincinnati, where he had 
a most likely looking bunch of ball 
players. What did he do with tHem? 
Nothing. He coidd not. He was only 
the manager, and the owner had all 
there was to say,. • t 

Take Fred Clarke of the Pittsburg 
IMratos. Clarke led the. Pittsburg team 
to the top of tbo National league pen- 
nant race In.ipOI. 1002 and IOCS'. Then 
his team was shot to pieces by tho War 
between the American and National 
leagues, but he managed to hold It up 
In the race and has ever since. This 
Hcaj^on tliey have n good chanco to land 
tho flag. It's becauBo Barney Drey- 
fuss, owner of the team, hos let Clarke 
go ahead and shape the destinies of 
the team himself. 

Tho Chicago American team Is n 
striking example of the real value of a 
manager who knows bis business. 
Fielder .Tones Is not a ■wonder by i\ny 
moans. Imt he has the knack of keep- 
ing his players working In harmony. 
True, in this club every once In awhile 
there U some conflict between Charlie 
ComlsUey, owner, and a player. It Is 
always over money matters, nnd after 
tho player has llntshed his money scrap 
with Comlflkey he will go out on tho 
jdnylng lot nnd work his head off for 
Fielder Jones, his nmmiger, 

Connio Stack of tho Philadelphia 
Athletics is the real goods In both 
ends of the game. Connie Jias been 
manager of the Philadelphia team 
over filneo the American league In- 
vaded rhiladclphia In 1001. 

There are two other managers out of 
many that might he meutlonotl, ond 
both are In tho llmollgbt right now. 
One Is .llmniy MeiVlcer of the St. I^uls 
Browns. Uesplsed outsiders for years, 
the Browns are now up In the Ameri- 
can league race just because .llmniy 
Mc.VlecT ha^ been ahlb to get his play- 
ers wofUIn;; together and worklug I'or 
lilni, SIcAleer for six years has had 
an ai)soIutc free rclu In tbo manogc- 
mont of the St. Logls team, but was 
handicapped at tho start by having a 
lot of dead wood unloaded on hira as 
a result of Ihc war botwpon tbo Amer- 
ican and Xatlouul leagues In IDOI 
and 1002. Bob HedgeSt owner of the 
Browns, has stuck to McAleer. ]S[c- 
Aleer has built up a team that looks 
mighty dangerous right no\y. 

The other manager is Larry Lajole 
of the Cleveland team. In ability be Is 
the greatest ball playor tho game baa 
ever known, not excepting Hans Wag- 
ner. Backed by one of the ^'oatcst 
collections of ball players ever got to- 
gether for tho last llvo years, the 
tribe from Cleveland has failed to land 
a pennant or get dangerously near It 
It's the sntnc old trouble with tho 
Clovcland team, owners butting In. on 
tho managomout Lalolo may not be 
a manager,- but he could get more out 
of his players If be bad a free hand.

Kmnk Clmnce of tho Chi- 
cago Cuhfl, Connie Mack of the Ath- 
IctlcB, Fielder Jones of tho Chicago 
White Sox, Hugh Jennings of the- Ti- 
gers and Fred Clarke of tho Plratea— 
they nro the manage'rs that manage 
thoir cluba free from restraint They 
boss the owners and pinyors and are 
maWlng good. If a lot of other owners 
wonid leave tho management of tbetr 
clubs lip' to the manager they would 
bo ft ivbolo lot batter off.
